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1935 Corn-Hog Program Is 


Announced By Agricultural 
Adjustment Administrator 


A production control program 
Lc be offered by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration to 
corn-hog farmers for 1985 was an- 
nounced recently by Secretary 
Wallace and Chester C, Davis, Ad- 
ministrator, 

The offering of a new contract 
for 1985 was endorsed by a ma- 
jority of over two-thirds of all 
producers voting in the corn-hog 
referendum in Oetooer and is war- 
rented by the current economic 
outlook, 

The provisions of the new con- 
tract which will be offered to pro- 
ducers of Coffee County is as fol- 
lows: 

The Corn Provisions 

The maximum corn acreage that 
may be planted under the 1935 
contract is 90 per cent of the ay- 
errge for the two years 1932 and 
1983. This is the same base as 
was used in 1934. 

Individual signers may hold out 
of production anywhere from 10 
to 30 per cent of the two-year base 
average and receive corn benefit 
payments in proportion. The corn 
payment will be made at the rate 
of 35 cents per bushel of yield 
estimated by the number of acres 
by which the corn land area is 
kept below 1932 and 1933 average. 
This yield for basing payments 
will be the average yield determ- 
ined by the community committee 
for all crop land in the farm, 
which has been in corn, at least 
ence during the last five years. 
The contract permits the use of 
the rented acres for growing any 
crop, other than corn, for any pur- 
pose. It places no limitation on 
the total area devoted to cultivat- 
ed crops or on the total acreage 
of any particular crop, excepting 
corn, 

The Hog Provisions 

The individual contract signers 
will be asked to hold the number 
of hogs produced for market from 
1955 litters to 90 per cent of the 
adjusted average number produc- 
ed from 1932 and 1983 litters in- 
stead of 75 per cent as provided in 
the 1934 contract. A contract 
signer will receive, for complying 
with the hog adjustment provi- 
sions of the contract, a payment 
of $15 a head on the number of 
hogs represented by the 10 per 
cent adjustment. This payment will 
be paid in two payments; one-half 
or $7.50 per head will be made 
upon acceptance of the contract 
hy the Secretary of Agriculture. 
The final payment, less the con- 
tract signers pro-rata share of the 
local administrative expenses, will 
be made on or about January 1, 
1936. 

The new contract carries no 
limitations on the purchase of 
feeder pigs by contract signers 
from other contract signers. 

Producers who did not enter this 
program last year should begin 
getting their hog records together 
if they desire to enter this pro- 
gram this coming year. Records 
of 19382 and 19838 hog production 
must be shown. Full particulars 
of this program will be furnished 
at a later date.

MONTGOMERY, Ala--A con 
Stitutional amendment stressing 
local self-government that will give | 
every county the right to reorgan: | 
ize along economy lines will be | 
laid before the 1985 Legislature as | 
an administration measure straigit 
from Colonel Graves, of Montgom- | 
ery, governor-elect, 

Final details of the amendment 
will be agreed upon at a series of ! 
conferences—-the first scheduled | 
here December 5—between Colonel} 
Graves and city and county offi- | 
cials, but the structure of the} 
amendment was revealed here 
Monday by the incoming governor. | 

Under the plan, each county 
may hold a county convention that 
will write a county charter with 
as sweeping a revision of the ex- 
isting county povernment as_ it 
deems wise. This charter will be 
submitted to the voters of the 
county for their approval or re-1 
jection. 

One of the key points in the 
proposal is the abolition of the 
legislative “courtesy” rule under 
which representatives and senators 
are permitted to pass any legisla- 
tion they desire for their county 
without an actual vote on the mer- 
its of the measure, 

Officials elected under the char- 
ter would be subject to recall at 
®& special election, which would be 
held upon petition of 25 per cent 
of the voters of the county. 

Colonel Graves said that the 
plan for “home rule’ would save 
the state hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, since it would give to each 
county the same authority for re- 
vising its governmental setup that 
now is conferred on a state consti- 
tutional convention for reorganiz: 
ing state government. 

The amendment must be submit- 
ted by the Legislature to the voters 
and be ratified before it could be 
placed in execution. 


ELBA TERRITORY GROWS 7-% 
INCH COTTON THIS SEASON 

Nearly eighty per cent of the 
cotton grown in the Elba territory 
this season measures seven-eighths 
of an inch, according to classers 
of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture who visited Biba last week. 

The Elba Gin and Warehouse 
Company furnished samples from 
the cotton ginned at their gin in 
West Elba, and the classers made 
the following report: 79.3 per cent 
graded 7-8 staple. There was con- 
siderable short staple shown—19-8 
per cent, but this percentage is 
not quite as high as shown by the 
State, the State having about 22 
per cent below 7-8 inch. However, 
less than 1 per cent was above the 
7-8 inch grade at the Elba gin. 

The grades show 55.9 per cent 
to be middling value, 80.7 per cent 
was strict middling or better, while 
only 13.4 per cent was below 
middling.

Coffee County farmers will be 
asked to go to their regular voting 
Friday, December 14, 
and cast a ballot on the following 
question; “Are you in favor of 
continuing the Bankhead Act for 
next year (June 1, 1935, to May 
31, 1936) ?" 

Approximately 4,500 farmers in 
this county are eligible to vote on 
this question, Regurdless of wheth- 
er or not a cotton grower has ev- 
ev voted before or has paid his 
poll tax he can vote, The regula. 
tions stite that “Any persons who

farm, or any person who signs (by

duce cotton on a cotton farm in 
1955 (that is, has entered into a 
lease or shave-cropping agreement 
to grow cotton on a cotton farm 
in 1935) is deemed eligible to vote 
on the continuation of the Bank- 
head Act for the crop year 1935-! 

It is hoped that the cotton grow- 
ers of Coffee County will take this 
opportunity of going to the polls 
and voting for a measure which 
means to put the dollar back into 
the hands of the persons who grew 
the cotton, 

The agent wishes to say that all 
cotton growers will be notified, by 
card, of the place and time for 
casting ballots a few days pre- 
vious to Friday, December 14.

EQUALITIES IN BANKHEAD ACT' 


PROMISED TO COTTON FARMERS 


MONTGOMERY, Dee, 4.—Assur- 
ance was given yesterday to far- 
mers of Alabama that every ef- 
fort possible will be made next 
year to eliminate injustices in 
equalities and defects of operation 
of the Bankhead act. This assur- 
ance came from C. A, Cobb, chief 
of the cotton production section of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration, 

In a telegram just received by 
Dr. L. N, Duncan, director of the 
State Extension Service, Mr. Cobb 
said: 

“The cotton production section 
of the AAA is aware of questions 
in the minds of cotton producers 
at this time regarding procedure 
to be used in making allotments 
if the Bankhead act is to be in 
effect in 1985. In the statement 
accompanying the ballot the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture says: ‘Cot- 
ton farmers have had one season's 
experience with the type of control 
embodied in the Bankhead act. 
Numerous — difficulties obviously 
have been encountered. It is rea- 
sonable to expect that with more

cotton crop year, exempt from the 
payment of taxes thereon," 

With the experience of our cot 
ton farmers in 1984-35, we should 
know how to vote If TWO 
THIRDS of the persons entitled to 
and who do vote are in favor of 
levying this cotton tax, allotments 
will then be made by the Secre- 
lary of Agriculture, and the regu- 
lutions of this Act will again be 
enforced by the Federal Extension 
Service and County Agent and 
community committees, 

If TWO THIRDS of those voting 
do not vote for the cotton tax, 
the Congress will no doubt revise 
and amend the Control Act so as 
to authorize and insure fair and 
equitable allotments next year. If 
allotments are made, the same 
base will be used, unless the Con- 
gress amends the Act. The Presi- 
dent says that he will. recommend 
amendments that will give exemp- 
tions of two bales to a one horse 
farm. 

The President thinks the supply 
should be reduced to 8,750,000 
bales. The allotment for 1934-1935 
was 10,250,000 bales. The Presi- 
dent wants to continue the Bank- 
head Act until the surplus supply 
of cotton is reduced to 4,000,000 
bales. 

Under the present Act the al- 
lolments are proclaimed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Section 
3 (b) reads as follows: 

“The allotment so ascertained 
shall be proclaimed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture at least sixty 
days prior to the beginning of 
such succeeding crop year and 
shall be apportioned by him as 
herein provided.” 

If the farmers vote to continue 
in effect the Bankhead Act, the 
Congress cannot amend the act 
in time for the crop year 1935- 
1936. The allotments must be made 
sixty days prior to the beginning 
of the crop year, and the same 
hase will be used as heretofore es- 
tablished for the crop year of 
1934-1935. 

Senator Bankhead says that 
these allotments are unfair to the 
small farmers. He need not tell 
us that, We know it. Next year 
he could tell us that we approved 
the Act and the administration of 
it and that he is not responsible 
for what happens again, 

There are those who favor this 
Bankhead Act. Those who receiv- 
ed fair allotments and certificates 
of exemption from the taxes on 
cotton grown and also on cotton 
they did not make will most like- 
ly vote their approval, but there
